The large number of valuable oi! 
wells that have been discovered in 
Michigan during the past year has 
made it necessary for the Staté to 
take some action regarding the tax- 
ing of this class of property. The 
valuation of these oi] wells is a pro- 
blem that presents many difficulties 
as it is impossible to predict with 
much certainty what the future of 
these wells will be. This is especial- 
ly true here in Michigan as the great- 
est part of the production comes from 
wells that are less than a year old.

With the sessions of Congress un- 
der way again, and a full program 
of legislation to be acted upon before 
the close of the 70th Congress .on 
March 4th, the Members of the House

ness quickly to accomplish as much 
as possible in the next three months. 

The Senate immediately commenc- 
ed debate on the Boulder Dam meas- 
ure which was the first bill co come 
up as the unfinished business on the 
calendar at the close of the session 
last June. The House having dis- 
posed of all major issues in the last 
session, has before it now the great 
supply bills for the Executive De- 
partments, and started at once on the 
Naval Bill] and the Post Office and 
Treasury Department Appropriation 
Bill 


On Wednesday cf this week, it fell 
‘to my lot as Chairman of the sub- 
committee on Yards and Docks of .the 
Naval Affairs Committee, to lay be- 
fore the House certain requirements 
of the Navy with respect to the con- 
struction of public works at Naval 
Stations. We have naval stations on 
both coasis and in our possessions 
which must be kept up-to-date with 
equipment and facilities for repair- 
ing, reconditioning and maintaining 


doors, and have seen a good deal of ithe ships of the Navy, including air- 


craft. The expenditures recommend- 
ed by the Naval Affairs Committee of 
the House for these purposes make 
in the aggregate a large sum, and in- 
clude such items as a floating dry 
tock at San Diego, California; wa- 
terfront development at Pearl Har- 
bor, Hawaii; heavy duty cranes in the 
Navy Yards, dredging of channels, 
ete., but the major part of the ap- 
propriations in the present Navy 


supplies, 
for officers quarters and barracks for 
the enlisted men. 

When the submarine base was es- 
tablished at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii 
some ten years ago, all the buildings 
that were built were constructed by 
the Navy personne) engaged in the 
submarine service out of surplus 
materials which were shipped there 
from other naval stations. This was 
a makeshift proposition, and has not 
afforded the proper protection and 
comfort for the ‘men that is their 
due. The same sort of makeshift con- 
ditions have been obtained at most of 
cur other Naval Stations in the mat- 
ter of housing the mer and _ their 
families, and it is high time the gov- 
ernment entered upon a program of 
building construction of a permsznent 
nature at the Naval Stations. 

A striking instance of improper and 
unsafe housing of navy personnel is 
seen by Washington people and visi- 


jat the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, 
DN. C.. Another nearby illustration. is 
at the Marine’ Corps Base at. Quan- 
tico, Virginia. During the war, the 
buildings at these stations _ were 
erected hastily of flimsy materials, 
and ever since that time the men 
stationed a these places have had_to 
put up with the discomforts and Bre 
risks involved in living in such 
shacks. ‘Therefore, it was a real 
pleasure to be able to recommend to 
the House this legislation, which will 
afford the personnel of our Navy at 
the shore stations permanent housing, 
up-to-date, modern and safe. 

During the political campaign this 
fall, great stress was laid by both 
parties on the need of tariff legisla- 
tion, and pursuant to the pledge made 
by the Republican Party that Ameri- 
can Industry and Labor should con- 
tinue to receive the fullest measure 
of protection. consistent with sound

Select a young turkey weighing 
from .12 to 14 pounds. Dress, remove 
all pin feathers and the oil bag. Wipe 
the inside of the turkey and sprinkle 
with salt and. pepper. Fill the cavity 
with hot stuffing, but do not crowd 
the stuffing in tixhtly or it will not

Fold the 
wings back on the. neck. Tuck the 
Jegs into a band of skin and flesh be- 
low the tail, or tie or skewer them 
down.

The bureau will be 
glad to send you a detailed list of 
what may be included under each 
head, though the needs of every home 
are different. 

Certain fixed expenses, like pay- 
ments on a house, insurance prem- 
iums, telephone bills, and many others 
occuxy regularly in all months or cer- 
tain ones. Set them down in the pro- 
per columns. Divide your annual al- 
lowances for other expenditures in the 
same way, estimating them as best 
you can. by what that department of 
living cost you last year if you kept 
a record. This annual spending plan, 
when completely filled in, will have 
to be adjusted to the monthly income. 
Very often the first plan exceeds. the 
actual income ‘and has to be pruned 
down until your estimate fits what 
you will have to spend. If you have 
never kept household accounts, you 
will have to guess to some extent. 
Often after careful spending records 
have been kept for a month, you can 
make a plan for the coming year. 
January 1 is a good time to make a 
beginning.

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CONSERVATION NEWS | 


Contrary to the belief existing in 
some quarters, the brook trout is not 
being crowded out of Michigan 
streams by rainbow. and German 
brown trout. The creel census report 
which is taken annually by the de- 
partment of conservation yields fig-} 
ures to substantiate this statement. 

In 1927 the department undertook 
a creel census. Conservation officers 
were instructed to fill out cards giv- 
ing data on catch for all fishermen 
whose creels they inspected, and to 
mail them to the state offices at the; 
close-of the season. It was believed}. 
that: the reports would reveal just 
how the fishing was standing up from; 
year to year, whether it was increas-| 
ing or falling off and in what sections! 
the fish were being taken. | 

‘The 1928 reports are now on file 
at the office of the fish division. They 
reveal that of the trout taken, 85.15! 
per cent were of the brook trout 
variety. The rainbow catch was 12.2 
per cent of the total while the Ger- 
man brown trailed in numbers, being 
only 2.65 per cent. These figures .were 
based on 2,707 reports. The fisher- 
men spent a total of 12,274.5 hours at 
the sport and caught 14,745 legal! 
sized trout, an average of 1.2 fish per ; 
hour. Of the total, 12.556 were brook 
trout, 1,799 were rainbows and 390 
were German. browns. - 

All told, 8,722 cards were received 
in the year 1928. This is almost twice 
as many as in 1927, yet the percent- 
ages ‘are almost identical for both 
years, There were 5,015 fishermen 
who reported catches other than trout. 
The average catch per hour was 1,089 
fish against the 1927 record of 1,048. 
In 1927 there were 19,255 undersized 
fish caught and put back while this 
season the number reached 33,908. 
As there was a total of 48,352 hours 
spent fishing for all variety of fish, 
tht average fisherman put in about 6 
hours at the sport.
